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MANSFIELD AT 
THE ALAMO! 

San Antonio, Texas, was the site of the 
Inaugural Conference of the National 
Collegiate Choral Organization from 
November 2 through 4, 2006, and 
Mansfield University was prominently 
featured on the stage of the Scottish Rite 
Temple, just a few blocks from the Alamo, 
one of the shrines of American history. 

The Mansfield University Concert Choir 
performed beautifully under the direction 
of Dr. Peggy Dettwiler to an appreciative 
audience of 500, including some of the 
country’s most renowned choral 

conductors. Their comments can be _ 

summed up in adjectives like “stunning, brilliant, 
terrific” and other such expressions of praise. One 
listener, William McConnell of St. Andrews Presbyterian 
College in North Carolina, wrote a few days later: “The 
concert was beautifully planned and executed, 
exquisitely sung, and emotionally satisfying and 
moving. From the opening notes from antiquity to 
Keith Hampton’s 'True Light,’ the concert was an 
unqualified triumph.” 

The Mansfield University Concert Choir was one of 
11 college and university choirs selected from across 
the United States to sing at the convention. The choir 
was chosen on the basis of a rigorous process of 
audition and review that included the submission of 
four selections performed over the last two years as 
well as of three different programs the choir, if invited, 
would be prepared to perform. The program selected 
was “Shine forth in Truth and Light” and included 
choral compositions from the Middle Ages to the 
present, all having a "light” theme. The pieces 
performed in the afternoon of November 3 were:

The piece by Chesnokov was conducted by 
Panagiotis Paslis, a graduate student from Thessaloniki, 
Greece, in Mansfield's choral conducting program. 



The accomplishment of the Mansfield ensemble is even more 
noteworthy if one keeps in mind that most of the other invited choral 
groups came from much larger universities, nine of which are 
nationally ranked institutions: 

Brigham Young University Singers 
Colorado State University Chamber Choir 
Northern Illinois Chamber Choir 
Smith College Chamber Singers 
Temple University Concert Choir 
Trinity University Choir 
University of Kentucky Men’s Chorus

Yale Schola Cantorum 

The Mansfield students had the opportunity to attend all events 
(concerts, workshops, exhibits) as well as learn about the culture in a 
southwestern city with a large Hispanic population just a few hours from 
the Mexican border. In addition, the choir performed before and 
during a Catholic Mass in the historic San Fernando Cathedral on 
Saturday, November 4. tudents wrote about their experiences in a 
journal addressing five questions Peggy Dettwiler posed for their 
consideration: 

1. What was your most inspiring moment? Many selected the 
concert presented by the Brigham Young University Singers as their 
most inspiring moment. Sara Scott said she “was blown away by their 
blend and balance. Every single person was right there with the music, 
knowing exactly where to cut off and how each rhythm went, while still 
keeping the vibrancy in their faces.” 

2. What did you learn that will help us make even better 
choral music here at Mansfield? "The one thing I learned that I feel 
could make us even better as a choir is to treat every one of our 
rehearsals as if we were in a perfoimance. Every time we had the 














chance to sing in Texas, it was almost as if we went into a serious trance. It 
was amazing, breath-taking, and inspirational all at the same time to me,” 
was Rachel Sherman’s answer. 

3. Which of our goals did we accomplish? Brady Goldsmith 
summed it up as follows: “We set out to deliver a diverse program in color 
and tone, and I think we did a marvelous job. People enjoyed that we 
changed our tone and color to adapt to each song. From the pure sound of 
Lux to the dark sound of the Russian piece, I think we delivered a great 
program.” 

4. What was your favorite aspect of the city of San Antonio? 

Almost everyone answered that the River Walk was their favorite part of the 
city. The group climbed into boats and saw the downtown with a guided 
boat tour. Rachelle Brisson, however, favored the Mexican market and San 
Fernando Cathedral. She said: "I visited Mexico when I was very young so 
going to El Mercado brought back fond memories. They had a small 
Mexican dance recital in one of the buildings and a folk band in 
another...The Catholic Mass was just as fascinating. San Fernando 
Cathedral itself was amazing with its elaborate icons and fabulous 
acoustics. The actual service stunned me as well.” 


5. How was your mind expanded as a result of this trip? Scott 
Test was touched by the Mexican culture in the city. “The Mass, 
conducted in both English and Spanish, was one of the most interesting 
things I’ve experienced in a long time. I speak just enough Spanish that I 
could follow the thread of the sermon, and the issues that were 
addressed. I found it fascinating that the priest spoke about the Christian 
theme of brotherhood and how it relates to immigration, specifically the 
proposed Wall between Mexico and the US. This side of our culture 
doesn’t get much attention, and I think it was good for me (and for the 
choir as a whole) to be immersed in it for a few days.” 

Emily Hudnell’s thoughts are an appropriate and thoughtful conclusion 
for this report. “I think the greatest gift I received from this trip, being 
my final trip with the MU Concert Choir, was the time I got to spend with 
this wonderful group of people. I have grown to respect the students in 
choir with me, for their talent and their dedication and their 
professionalism. This was another opportunity to appreciate what 
precious people I get to sing with, and learn from, every day; and I will 
look back on my time with them here at Mansfield with fond and 
grateful memories.”

MU CHOIRS TO PERFORM MENDELSSOHN S ELIJAH SPECIAL NEW CHORAL RECORDINGS! 


The Mansfield University Festival Chorus and Concert Choir will perform 
Elijah by Felix Mendelssohn on Saturday April 14, at 7:30 pm in Steadman 
Theatre and Sunday, April 15, at 3 pm in the Corning Museum of Glass 
Auditorium. A full orchestra of faculty, student, and professional players 
under the direction of Peggy Dettwiler will accompany the chorus and the 
professional soloists, Soprano Pamela Kurati from Rochester, New York; 
Contralto Deborah Leyshon from Easton, Pennsylvania; Tenor Gerald 
Grahame, from Binghamton, New York; and Baritone Neil Wilson, from 
Medford, Oregon. 

The first performance of Mendelssohn’s Elijah took place April 16, 1847. 
Mansfield's will occur 160 years later almost to the day, a fitting time-line for 
our Sesquicentennial (150 th ) celebrations that will be taking place during the 
spring! Reaction to the first performance, which took place at the 
Birmingham Music Festival in England was a triumph calling for four 
encores. Mendelssohn wrote to his brother, "No work of mine ever....was 
received with such enthusiasm by both musicians and the audience as this 
oratorio.” Next to Handel’s Messiah, Mendelssohn’s Elijah is the most 
popular choral work in this country and certainly the most distinguished 
choral setting of the Old Testament. 

The story of the oratorio revolves around the prophet Elijah as told in I 
Kings: 17. Each soloist portrays a character in the Biblical narrative, and the 
chorus generally represents the People of Israel. The prophet Elijah, who 
warns the people of Israel to heed the voice of the Lord, is sung by the 
baritone soloist. Both the 100-voice college/community Festival Chorus and 
the 50-voice Concert Choir will perform the choruses. From the first 
pianissimo note uttering Elijah's curse, one is musically drawn into the 
drought, the deserts, the storms, fire, wind, and the torrential rains that 
plague the land and its people.

Mansfield University in conjunction with Mark Custom Recordings has 
produced a DVD featuring Peggy Dettwiler and the MU Concert Choir in 
rehearsal and performance. The production, entitled "Developing a 
Choral Color Palette,” demonstrates techniques of posture and breathing, 
head- and chest-voice resonance, flexibility, range and dynamics, bright 
and dark vocal colors, and applies these techniques to specific choral 
works. Featured selections include Regina coeli (Mozart), Richie rnich, 
Gott (Mendelssohn), There will be rest (Ticheli), Gamelan (Schafer), 
Dryad's Bells (Chatman), LuxAurumque (Whitacre), Pseudo-Yolk. 
(Miintyjarvi), 01’Dan Tucker (Cutter), and Hold on (Hogan). 

With the influx of choral music from around the world, choral directors 
have the opportunity, and the challenge, of incorporating a vast array of 
choral colors in their musical performances. Choral directors with a 
basic knowledge of vocal pedagogy can work very effectively within the 
rehearsal to develop the vocal ability of all singers. This DVT) will be a 
valuable teaching tool for choral directors of choirs of all ages. 

A companion compact disc, A Choral Kaleidoscope, with all of the 
selections on the DVT) plus other highlights from live performances during 
the 2005-2006 Concert season is also available. Some say this is the 
choir’s best CD yet! 

And, just as this article was going to press, the CD recording of the 
Concert Choir’s performance in San Antonio for the National Collegiate 
Choral Convention arrived!

MU Orchestra to Perform in Philadelphia 

Dr. Kenneth Sarch, Conductor of the Mansfield University Symphony 
Orchestra, announced recently that the orchestra will travel to 
Philadelphia for an April 20 performance accompanying world- 
renowned Indian sitar artist Shafaatullah Khan in his Concerto for Sitar 
and Orchestra “River of Strings”.

programs. Indian classical music is among the most advanced and 
sophisticated art forms in the world. 

Dr. Sarch and Mr. Khan collaborated to bring this music to fruition as 
a result of grants by Pennsylvania Partners in the Arts, Sigma Alpha Iota 
Philanthropies, the Bradford County Regional Arts Council and 
Pennsylvania Performing Arts on Tour. The premiere took place in 
Steadman Theatre on December 8, 2004 and was recorded. A CD was 
produced of the performance.
